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In the late 1920's the Board of Education put up before the popula- 
tion a new series of bonds. These school bonds were to be very important in 
the future of Alton. With this money a new and beautiful building was to be 
erected. The most modern architecture and conveniences went into the making 
of this structure. A famous landscape artist was hired to plan our campus and 
to grow plants on the muddy slopes. In 1929 Alton Senior High School was 
completed.
